5 Safety and protection issue that is Requires extra staff to be on-site for

Behaviors may not be
life threatening but are severe and likely to
produce injury to self or others or property
destruction. There is a history of severe
behaviors, but behaviors may have
decreased in frequency because of
successful placement of behavioral
supports. Examples include aggressive
sexual behavior, unpredictable aggressive
behavior, pica, rumination, self-injury, and
wandering away.

prevention and intervention of
behaviors.
